Ami he mast meet liin fate at last — 
Well, it's dona ! 

Intense excitement was felt all over 
the trans Missouri country, as well 
as great rejoicing nt the announce 
inent of the sadden death of the no- 
torious Jesse James, llo was shot 
dead in a barn, in St. Joseph, Mis 
souri, by bis cousin. Hubert Ford, 
one of the members ol his gang, in 
order to secure the $50,000 reward, 
offered bj Governor Crittenden, anil 
the railway companies which suffered 
heavy losses in the robberies of ex 
press curs. As the announcement was 

made, the people in general did not 
believe it, because there had been 

frequent false rumors to |bat effect. 

The outlaw, JesSe, was a terror to 
this country for not less than fifteen 
yens, and it is supposed lie killed 

about one hundred persons in cold 

blood. He was born in Clay County, 
Missouri, in ISl/i. Since the war. 

bis mother instructed her two hoys, 
Frank and Jesse, to " hate the Hoys 
in Blue forever." Now the sons be- 
gan to reveal those elements of elm 
raoter, that fully developed, have 
made their names, at once, the curse 
and sbamo of Missouri. Of the milk 
of human kindness, they had none. 
They seem to have drunk in from 
their earliest days, only bitterness 
and malice, and all evil. 

Frank, brother to Jesse, is about 

four yean older than Jesse, and is 
a terror still living. Recent dispatch 
es of the Associated Press, say that 
Frank had been in Tennessee, and 
wrote B letter to the public on a leaf 
of a hotel register, with the threat 
that ho would wreak vegeance upon 

the slayer. He ia reported to have a 

now band under his leadership, now 
sneaking about Tennessee. 

In June, 18(12, a company of Mis 
souri militia, invaded the Clay Conn 
ty home of the Samuels, [Dr. Sam 
uels married tho widow, James, 
mother of tho James boys], and ruth- 
lessly attempted to murder the old 
man. Supposing liim dead, they 
made an assault upon Jesse dames, 
who was quietly ploughing in a 
neighbouring field. This so enraged 
the boy, that he bade farewell to the 
peaceful pursuits of life, to become 
a robber and a murderer. At this 

time, he was only sixteen years old. 
and joined the noted Quantrcll gang. 
His fearless conduct so raised 
in tho estimation of Quantrcll, that 
lie was appointed to the command of. 
twenty-five men. They frequently 
made robberies in broad daylight, and 
necessity compelled them to kill the 
innocent resisting, and they ,)id eo. 
In tho several principal robberies, 
I hey secured from |80,000 t© $100,- 
000, ill different places When pur 
suits were made tor tho robbers, they 

would flee with the rapidity of light 

ning, and commit another robber] fol 
the reason that it would help to 
confuse the officers iu pursuit, and 
throw them off the track. 

Such a profession they had in'tliis 
shameful business, that the aulhori 
ties could not succeed in capturing 
them, nor did they dire m doing so. 
Once, in Liberty, Bio., they robbed 
a bank of $70,000 ill good' cheeks 
and cash. The people knew well 
who did the robbery, as a good share 
found its way to Frank and Jesse. 
Four days after the bank robbery, 
I ho people matured their plans to 
capture Jesse. They hid no desire 
tO kill bun, but to capture Slid se- 
cure him. Accordingly, close on the 
hour of midnight) Of February 18. 
L868, six well armed, well mounted 



Dr. Samuels. Jesse was Buffering 
from a burning fever, and was tossing 
from side to side, when his quick ear 
(■elected the sounds of horses' hoofs, 
crunching the crisp winter snow. 
In a moment be was on the alert. His 
two trusty companions — his revolvers 
-were under his pillow, loaded. The 
heavy tramp of live men were soon 
heard coming along the pi.izzi, and 
knocking at the door with the bull 
end of their guns, they demanded im- 
mediate admission. Dr. Samuels 
g&hied a little time bypnleying at 
the door, telling the midnight visi- 
tors to '* be patient, there was some 
thing wrong with the blamed lock." 

Meantime, Jesse, looking through the 
window, and taking in the whole 
situation, crawled down to the foot 
of the stairs. "What shall I dot" 
wispered the doctor. "Open the door 

the moment I tell yon," Jesse answer 

ed, iu a faint voice, looking carefully 
at bis weapons of defense. Tbo be- 
siegers grew impatient, and amid 
muttered curses, on the whole family, 
began to beat in the panels of the 
door with their guns, demanding that 
" that murdering thief, Jesse, should 
couio and surrender at once," declar- 
ing that they would take him dead or 
alive. Jesse was ready with an an- 
swer. The door opened, and standing 
half hidden in the shadow of the door 
way, Jesse tired with unerring preei 
sion, and two of the company fell in- 
stantly dead, staining the virgin snow 
with t ho crimson torrents of their 
heart's blood. Hefore the reports of 
his two shots had fully died away, 
ho Bred again, and two more of the 
squad fell, writhing in agony and 
pain. The rest of that blustering, 
blasphemous company fled to their 
horses, and rode away in the moon- 
light, leaving behind them their dead 
and dying. It would bo foolish to 
wait and try conclusions with a largely 
anted force ; SO Jesse, weak as he 
was. trembling from bead to foal 
with fever, but not with fear, mount 
ed his horse and rode away. 

Since this robbery, lie and his gang 
continued in robbing. Until in 1668, 
when Jesso had become coneilescen 
from feeble health, and frequent hem 
orrhages, ami then they made a bold 
descent upon the Rank of Russelville. 
Ky.. and relieved this institution of 
one hundred thousand dollars. This 
was in broad daylight. Then , I esse 
was back to bis home in Clay County, 
Missouri. Romantic stories are told 
of the marvelous manner in which he 
pioneered the robbers from Kusscl 
villa, through the hilly regions ot 
Kentucky, n.'ver resting till he reach 
ed the bank of the Mississippi. That 
march of more than 500 miles, made 
still longer by the many necessary do- 
tours, was full of hair-breadth escapes 
and perils, and the wonder is that the 
robbers were able so successfully to 
evade their pursuers. 

Jesse's physical endurance lias 
been something wonderful, lie had 
been wounded more than twenty 
times, twice through the lungs. 
Frank and Jesse had several aliases. 
Jesse was known for u long time in 
New York, aud widely respected, too. 
as Charles Dawson, of Nottingham. 
While they were being hunted and 
sought for in Missouri, Frank was 
dining at the Falmor House, Chicago, 
and Jesse was entertaining a number 
of friends at the Aslor House, in New 
York. Often they would perpetrate 
the grim joke of joining their pur- 
suers in search of themselves. 

In September, 1871. Kansas City, 
held her annual fair. The exposition 
was largely attended. On Thursday, 
it was estimated that 80,000 people 
were on the grounds. In the even- 
ing the gate box contained between 
$10,000 and 112,000, and the treasur 
er was preparing tO put his precious 
burden into a wagon, when a man 
rode up to the treasurer and demand- 
ed the money, after a cordial comer 
sation, with the conclusive rem a r k , 

" I am Jesse James," presented the 
S of his pistol, secured the 
money, and in thirty minutes 
succeeded in making good his escape. 
That night Jesse James rode up in 
front of the Kansas City '/'/;,;< s office, 
and presented Major John A IVi 
wards, tin- editor of that paper, now 
Of the Sedalia flsH tO Crtlf, with a gold 
watch. The watch was engraved, 
•■ From Frank and Jesse \V. James." 
(her chapter is the horrible 
murder of John \V. Wischcr, one of 
PinkertCne deeetives. He attempted 
to "beard the lion in its den," and 
ii., dit He hired out as B farm- 
hand near Liberty, Clay County, 
where the James boys Weil rende/ 
VOUSiog. The gang got on his trail, 
captured him, and taking him across 
the Missouri in the night, they tor' 



militia men rode up to the homo of turod him to death by ihe most tiend 



ish process of barbarian punishment, 
Wischcr is the third who was killed in 
searching for the outlaws. 

A detective campaign was organized 
in January, 1S75, that was to put 
an end forever to the outrages of the 
brigands. Pinkerton arrived at Kan 
8H8 City, and the sheriff of Clay coun- 
ty we» sent for, and tho asiault ar- 
ranged. The day was fixed January 
25th to strike the decisive blow. That 
afternoon Frank and Jesse were seen 
in the front yard of the Samuels rosi- 
The fact that they were there 
was telegraphed to l'mkerton. It 
was believed that the two young men 
would spend the evening under their 
mother's roof. It was therefore re 
solved, under the cover of night, to as- 
sault the bouse which bad long been 
called "Castle James," and secure 
both Frank and Jesse. But Frank 
and Jesse were never without 
friends, and there can be little 
doubt that the whole scheme ot 
Pinkerton bad been communicated 
to the brothers. Of course the sheriff 
with guards and posse of detectives, 
and with private citizens, plodded and 
reached tho vicinity of the house with 
a thirty pound shell, guns, revolvers, 
and balls of tow saturated in coal oil 
and turpentine. When the assault 
was made and the room full of flames, 
the family bad to go out, the guards 
watched for Frank and Jesse, but 
they felt cheap, as the birds bad 
flown away. Meanwhile tbo brothers 
were fifty miles away, quietly enjoy- 
ing the evening iu the bouse of a 
friend. The attack on the bouse re- 
sulted in the wounding of Mrs. Sam- 
uels and. the death of a little eight year 
old son. That terrible night turned 
the tide of feeling in favor of Frank 
and Jesse James, and led finally to 
the introduction into the State Legis- 
lature of a bill graining immunity for 
all offenses committed during the 
war by Jesse \V. James, Thomas 
Coleman Younger, Frank James. 
Robert Younger, and James Younger, 
on the condition that they would 
return to their homes, and quietly 
submit to RrCb proeedings as might 
be instituted against them for acts 
alleged to have been committed by 
them since the war. The bill was 
defeated. 

When new railways entered or pass- 
ed through now and thriving towns, 
the robbers robbed the express cars 
and banks of money. 

Last September, tbo last great train 
robbery took place at Blue-Cut, with- 
in two miles of Glendale, (the scene 
of the robbery of 1879.) on the Cbi- 
cogo and Alton Road, and 130,000 
were secured. James flagged with a 
signal lantern for the train to stop, 
and the train stopped. The robbers, 
levelling their pistols through the 
passenger ears, collected money from 
the passengers and the express car. 
When the work was done, the robbers 
got out on the ground, and then Jesse 
commanded the train lo go, where- 
upon the locomotive readily answered. 
Afterwards a man living in the vici- 
nity was arrested on suspicion, and 
made a confession. The confession 
implicates Jesso James in the robbery. 
It was the last piece of work of 
Jesse. 

rge Shepherd, who was once a 
member of the gang, and wished to 
leave the sneaking business, told the 
officials in Kansas City that be bad 
shot Jesse, for the purpose of secur- 
ing the reward and also a conditional 
surrender of the rest of the gang, but 
his cairn was, of course, doubted for 
weeks and weeks. Tired of waiting 
for tho settlement of the fact. Shep- 
herd declared he did shoot Jesse, 
only wounding him in tht leg, but 
hereafter would no more shoot him 
than his own brother. It appears that 
Jesse had a strong and Urge hand in 
politics over the section of tho Stale, 
owing to the fact that Jesse was able 
so successfully to reside in the 
vicinity of Kansas City for many 
months without hindrance or disturb- 
ance. 

As the excitement grows spreading 
over this country, the leading news- 
papers are somewhat radical, and say 
I hat Governor Crittenden is thought 
to be mistaken in his endeavors, as he 
was the directing head of the plan 
which resulted in the sudden death 
of one of the worst enemies of society 
that our modern life has developed. 
There is so much sympathy ill Mis- 
souri for James, that even in St. Jo- 
seph danger has undoubtedly existed 
that the j ul in which the slayers are 
imprisoned ia liable to be broken 
open, and that summary vengeance 
maybe visited upon them. 

When Jesse died from the terrible 
shot, bis body was taken to the un- 
dertaker's room for further identi- 
m, and his wife was summon- 
ed. She came in and saw the body, 



crying out. ''Oh! my poor hus- 
band !" and weeping hard. She tele- 
graphed the news to his mother, who 
duly came. The mother was a beau- 
tiful woman, and her graceful man- 
ners made the spectators change their 
feelings into sympathizing with the 
dead outlaw, Jesse. The wife has 
filed the petitions in the Supreme 
Court against the slayer, Robert Ford, 
for the murder of her husband. Rob- 
ert Ford, with his brothei Charles, 
is in jail in St. Joseph awaiting trial. 
The Coroner's jury rendered a ver- 
dict of " murder in the first degree " 
against Robert Ford. 

The funeral ceremonies were sad 
and very impressive, the body being 
deposited in a $500 coffin, and the 
remains were taken on a train to 
Kearney, Clay county, the homeplace 
of the Samuels family, for burial. 
The patient mother wept hard, cry- 
ing out, " Oh ! my poor boy 1 my 
poor boy !"

WebMrr and Corwtn. 



One of the guests at a dinner party 
where Daniel Webster was present 
turned to him, and said : 

" Mr Webster, if it should not seem 
intrusive. I should like to ask you a 
question. What was the greatest 
thought which ever occupied your 
mind r"' 

The company were toying with their 
dessert and indulging in an after din- 
ner talk. But instantly there was a 
hush of expectation; as all eyes fas- 
tened UPOQ the great, statesman. 

Mr. Webster's face lioeame grave, 
as passing his hand over his massive 
forehead, be answered in the deepest 
tones : 

'• Sir, the greatest thought I ever 
had, was the sense of my responsibi- 
lity to Almighty Cod." . 

There was a pause, one of those so- 
lemn pansea which often indicate ab- 
sorbing seriousness, and then the 
guests, in large discourse, talked on 
the high theme of time and eternity. 
The great whig orator and humorist 
of Ohio, Thomas Corwin. was once 
talking with several gentlemen. The 
conversation, which had been witty 
and epigrammatic, became grave and 
introspective. Some one made the 
remark about the unknown future. 

•■When I reflect," said Mr. Cor- 
win, taking up the remark, " that I 
am to be judged bv a righteous and 
omnipotent Cod, I nearly go mad." 
And the orator grasped his head with 
both hands, as if he would press down 
his tumultuous brain. 

" It is not the big sins that trouble 
me ; it is the little snakes," ho said 
on one occasion, with an emphatic 
pantomime that made the hearers 
shudder ; for holding up his hands 
and extending his fingers, be eansed 
them to wriggle as if "they had been 
serpents. 

The anecdotes carry their own mo- 
ral. These were great men, but not 
men who could -'hear tho Deca- 
logue," much less the sermon on the 
Mount, and feel no self-respect. 
Young men sometimes "make a mock 
at sin. aud sneer at the judgment to 
come." Such recklessness never char- 
acterized Webster or Corwin. What- 
ever might have been their trans- 
sions — and they were not saints — 
they felt too keenly the responsibilty 
of life and reverenced too highly tho 
judicial attribute of Cod, to mock at 
the terrible reality of sin, or to sneer 
at the retribution that both natural 
law and supernatural revelation 
declare must follow its indulgence.— 
Vou(h's Companion.

THE LAW OF NATURAL SE- 
LECTION. 



A few Brief Paragraphs. 






(From our Wa&inqton Correipomlcnl.) 



On Monday afternoon, tho Boater

THK LAW OP NATURAL SELECTION. 

Last evening, the hall of the Li- 
terary Society was comfortably filled 
by an audience who had assembled to 
witness the third lecture of the f» 
"culty eonrse. Upon tho occasion, Pro 
lessor Gordon entertained ns with ft 
lecture on "How does the 'Law of 
Natnral Selection' uiTcct man?'' In 
'Opening, the lecturer remarked that 
the question was of ft highly scion 
tittc character, and required consider 
able attention to comprehend it clear 
ly. In tho course of his remarks, he 
Sliowed that among wild a'.imala the 
offspring are not all alike in vigor. 
Every grown animal has a straggle 
for existence in procuring its food, 
and in defending itself from its ene- 
mies. Hence the weaker annuals of 
all kinds perish first, and the strong 
er are selected for survival. This is 
called "the laio ol natural selection" 
and its operation is drawn the law of 
the "survival of the Jit/<\st" — the besl 
adapted to live. 

We notice a general resemblance 
between tlio offspring and the parents, 
and that the stronger resembles the 
parents more closely than 'he weaker. 

Thus "natural sell etion" beeps, "the 
stock " up to a pretty Uniform stan- 
dard. Tho profossdr next showed thai 
among animals of the same kind, 
generally there is' no " division of 

labor " for the benefit of tho weak, 
sickly, or Crippled ; that is, animals 
generally act as self -dependent, isolat- 
ed individuals, and natural selection 
is duo to the mode of action. 
Comparing this case with that of man, 
the lecturer observed that il man was 
isolated, he would necessarily live 
under this law of natural selection, 
hut we have no knowledge of man 
living a self-dependent, isolated life. 
Alwnys and everywhere man combines 
with his fellows. Tho strong hunt 
wild boasts, the weak fish or gather 
fruits | the sick and injured are given 
food, and thus tlio law is set aside 
through co-ojwration. This Op -opera 
'tion and division of 'labor shown by 
man, is due to superior mental power, 
shown in various ways, and pirtion 
larly in devising numerous expedients 
for the name end. It thus appears 
that in man ntrn/,it OUalities lead to 
fitness in survival. It is generally ad- 
mitted that any decided change 111 
mental capacity, involves a decided 
change in structure of the brain, and 
Consequent foiin of the skull. So far, 
there are no traces of any material 
modification to be found, nor any 
evidence that man has not always 
'been able to combine in the stm 
for existence 

The conclusion adopted by the pro- 
fessor, were that man, unlike the 
brutes, wages a successful battle with 
the law of natural selection, and there 
fore there has been no material varia- 
tion in man's physical slruoltiro or 
mental Capacity, lie defeats natural 

■ejection through hip own exertions, 

only by cooperation -division <>l 

labor. These extrtions mnst be due 

to menial power, and there is no 
proof from ancient, remains that lii.in 
Was ever deficient in the physical and 
mental power to form combination 
resist the laws of natural selecii.ni. 
and thus has always differed from the 
brut' 

This highly Interesting discourse 
waH listened to with wrapt attention 
by the audience in attendance, and 
upon the conclusion, the professor 
Was greeted with a round of well-earn- 
ed applause.

Thin of 
itself is highly fortunate for the poa- 
i ioniinrn. but has a disustrouH result in 
A certain point of view. It lead* to 
make them Relieve that, being so far 
advanced above the majority of their 
fellow mutes, they are on a level with 
. their bearing brethren, consequently 
cannot sec the necessity of exerting 
themselves either in the educational 
or industrial departments. Ho long as 
their lessons are well learned, or 
their work cornea up to the required 
standard, they imagine nothing more 
is necessary, and nothing more ex- 
pected of them. Probably the latter 
▼iew is correct in a certain sense. If 
the mute's lessons are well and thor- 
oughly learned, or his work perform 
< oi in a creditable manner, the in- 
structor can reasonably find no fault. 
Bat at the same time the said instruc- 
tor knows that the mute is capable of 
greater achievements were be so dis- 
posed. If disinterested motives and 
• desire to see the mote progress, 
prompt him to kindly point out the er- 
ror he has fallen into, and the only re 
medy, in nine cases out of ten, the 
youth will leave the school room or the 
work shop with the absurd impression 
tbat " be has improved so rapidly 
and knows so much that the teacher 
is jealous of him and desires to re- 
tard bis progress." Especially is this 
true if the instructor happens to be 
a deaf-mute. When this idea has 
onee taken possession of his mind, no 
amount of argument is sufficient to 
convince him otherwise, and to this 
class we do not address our remark?, 
but to those who are yet capable of 
receiving instruction. 

Yonng men, yon are wasting golden 
opportunities which will never again 
come your way. You are in posses- 
sion of every facility for acquiring a 
superior education, both intellectual 
and mechanical. Learned men are 
all about to minister to your advance- 
Bent. All feel a personal interest in 
your welfare and are ever willing, nay 
anxious, to aid you. But they do not 
possess the power to compel you to 
learn. They do all they are able. 
Whether or not yon will advance de- 
pends npon you, and you alone. Your 
present intelligence is not due to any 
in Jividnal effort of your own. Nature 
endowed you with the gifts in your 
possession, but it appears she made a 
sad error in bestowing f hem upon you 
who appreciate them so little. They 
appear to have turned into one huge 
weed of self-conceit, which has nearly 
excluded from view the plant of in- 
telligence. 

Pan wood mutes, self-conceit is your 
greatest foe. It retards your pro 
grass, blights your prospects and un- 
fits you for performing the work 
which God, in giving you breath, in- 
tended you to accomplish. "As a 
field, long disused and overrun with 
weeds, if cultivated, will reward the 
care bestowed upon it and bring

The punishment of a Vestal Virgin 
of Ancient Home, who violated her 
vows. Tiie foundation and oigani/a- 
lion of the college of priests called 
Pontile, has been' attributed to Nu- 
ma, an ancient Iiuean who died 
about <J71 years before Christy and it 
is said that ho was the chief of the 
college. ['he name I'ontif is said to 
. have' been Jerived from the Latin 
her word pons— bridge — and part of the 
duties of the priests WflS to sec that 
the bridges of Bome were kept in 
proper order. Tho oversight of the 
' Virgins was also the duty of 
.and I'ontif; for Numa il credit- 
ed with the institution of the order of 
Vestal Virgins, the consecration of 
the perpetual fire, entrusted to their 

care, M well as the riles and ocre- 
monies which they observed. Accord- 
ing to some writers, the duty of the 
Virgins was confined to the care of 
the perpetual firs, but others gay 
they had other duties, but, of ooiir.-o, 
owing to the lapse of time, sonic fact.-, 
in regard to them have been forgotten 
It is said that Numa consecrated at 
first two Vestals— Gegania and Vere- 
uia — and afterwards two other*, 

Canulciii and Tarpeia ; two Others 
were subsequently added ; six being 
the inmost number tot a long time, if 
not until the extinction of the order. 
They had to remain virgins for thirty 
years. During the ten years they 
learned their duties, the ton following 
years they put in practice what they 
had learned, and the remaining ten 
years were spent in instructing the 

Thirty years haivng elapsed, 
they were at liberty to marry, and 
leave what would now bo called the 
convent for another kind of life, but

Put a largo 
lablespoonfnl to soak over night ; 
boil a pint of new milk the next 
morning, sweeten it, odd the tapioca 
and the yolks of two eggs well beat- 
en ; flavor with extract, of vanilla, and 
put in a dish lo cool. Then cover the 
top with the whites of the oggsbcaten 
>i ilT, with a little sugar and vanilla, 
and place in the oven to brown slight- 
ly. — Christian Union.
